Raker of Chicago. 

Derrorr,. Mich., March 11.—[Special.}— 
Chicago is likely to become famous as the 
home of the inventor of the mos tdeadly en- 
gine of warfare ever known. It is a sub- 
marine torpedo-boat for coast defense. George 


C. Baker of Chicago, formerly President of 


the Baker Wire company, who has an 
in the Rookery in that city, is 
the inventor. That there was such a. 
boat, being built in this city by the Detroit 
Boat company has been known for some 
time, but it has just transpired thatthe United 
States is its sponsor and directly interested in 
its success. 

Mr. Baker cameto Detroit to launch his 
venture under the auspices of a gentleman 
close to the Secretary of War. The boat is 40 
feet long, 9 feet beam, 14 feet depth, 75 tons 


displacement, and is designed to run under 


water and fire torpedoes. 

The United States Government has agreed 
to send naval officers. for the purpose of in- 
spection when all the machinery is in place 
and ‘the craft is ready for operations at sea. 
When in actual work in the torpedo service 
che will be totally submerged to a depth of six 
feet below the surface of the water. 
peculiar and finely drawn lines offer no re- 
sistance or suction points to the water and 
when she is submerged at six feet no tipple 
or bubble will betray her passage. Se will 
be run under the water by electricity and the 


electrical machinery is now being put in at a 


cost of $10,000. 
The motive power of this vessel when sub- 
merged will consist of a fifty horse-power 
Jenney motor and 226 storage battery cells. A 
charge will carry the boat entirely submerged 
forty miles at a speed of ten miles per hour. 
The torpedo will carry 100 pounds of dynamite 
and will be incased in a highly magnetized 
steel shell which will stick to the 
metal bottom of a vessel at whatever point it 
touches, until it explodes. The fuse is not ig- 
nited by fire,-but will explode and explode the 
dynamite when it becomes water-soaked to a 
certain degree, the time of which is accurate- 
ly known and can be regulated toa second, 
The boat has been six months building and is 
nearly completed, —

The chances of his getting through alive was 
not oneinten. I fully expected to see him 
dashed to death beneath the feet of the horse 
or under the carriage-wheels. He should be 
presented with a life-saving medal as a slight 
token of appreciation for his heroism.”’ 

Platt lives at the Albemarie, a cheap lodg- 
ing-house at No. 266 State street. He was not 
inclined to talk much of the runaway.

Sage moved 
back until he sat with one thigh on the table. 1 
adapted myself to the circumstances and was 
thus brought direc between Norcross and Mr. 
Sage. I had known Mr. ovér ten years and 
— had never taken my hand before in all that 
time. 

Mr. Sage was called and told the story of 
the bomb-throwing, denymg that Laidlaw 
stood before him as a shield. After listening 
to other witnesses the jury returned a verdic 
that Norcross and Norton came to their dea 
from the explosion of dynamite dropped by 
the former.

. PUBE FOOD AND DRUGS. 

The Paddock Pure Food bill was passed by 
the Senate of the United States last Wednes- 
day. Its object is to secure along the lines of 
inter-State commerce the guarantees against 
fraudulent adulterations which are now fur- 
nished by some of the States and which it is 
in the power of all the other States to provide 
for their citizens. Its mest salient terms are 
in substance that every person who manu- 
factures and delivers for shipment to any 
point outside the State or Territory any drug 
or article ef food, and every person who ex- 
poses for sale or delivers such drug or article 
of food outside the State or Territory in 
which it is manufactured, shall, on demand, 
furnish a sample of the same for examination 
or analysis under the direction of the Agri- 
cultural Department, Such articles as are 
found to be adulterated, within the meaning 
of the act, and are transported or being trans- 
ported from one State to another for sale and 
are still’ in the original or unbroken pack- 
ages, shall be liable to be proceeded against 
in the District Court of the United States and 
seized for confiscation or condemnation. If 
condemned as being adulterated they shall be 
sold and the proceeds, minus tne costs and 
charges, shall be paid into the United States 
Treasury. A trial by jury may be demanded, 

It is believed by the advocates of the meas- 
ure that if it become a law this provision, 
which can be e 28 


inst the article 
itself, will effectually prevent the transporta- 
tion of fraudulent adulterations across State 
lines. They say that with such a rod hanging 
over him a man who is conscious of having in 
his possession adulterated food within the 
meaning of the statute never will venture te 


send those goods across a State line for sale 


and disposal, It was explained by Mr. Pad- 
dock that in framing the measure sufficient 
care had been taken in regard to the publica- 
tion of analyses so as to prohibit the mention 
of the name of the person or corporation that 
is under suspicion. There is to be no publica- 
tion of such analysis until after the trial and 
conviction of the person. There will thus be 
no invitation to competitors in trade or indi- 
viduals who might through spite work feel. 
like entering complaints against others who 
are manufacturing different commodities to 
inform against them without sufficient reason. 

The point was properly made by Mr. Morgan 
that in almost any community in the United 
States it may be difficult to criminally convict 
a man who is engaged either in manufactur- 
ing or vending an article which he does not 
consider to be adulterated within the vicious 
sense of the word, but upon which he thinks 
he has the right to make for himself a little 
margin of profit. Juries would not convict 
men in such cases. But if, as proposed, the 
article carries the offense with it the case is 
very different. It is condemned because it has 
been put up, and having been put up has been 
transported or is being transported in viola- 
tion of the statute. 

The measure is a sound one. It was strong- 
ly objected to as tending to interfere with the 
consumption of cotton-seed vil and some other 
substances which are used in compound food 
products on a large scale and are widely 
claimed to be equally healthful as the ma- 
terial for which they are complete or partial 
substitutes. - But if such claim be a correct 
one the products ought to be offered for sale on 
their merita, and no honest manufacturer should 
object to being obliged to label or otherwise 
designate his goods in accordance with Fact. 
The rights of the consumers of food and drugs 
ought to be considered, and they constitute a 
far more numerous class than the manu- 
facturers and venders put together. The per- 
son who pays out his money for an article has 
a right to know what he is buying, to choose 
for himself whether he or she will take the 
genuine thing or another which is guaranteed 
to be just as good.” Especially should this 
right be jealously guarded in the case of ma- 
terial designed to be taken into the human 


system, there to become an agent of life or 


death, according as it conduces to the build- 
ing up of a healthy body or to its destruction. 


NO LONGER A TRUST. 

The resolution by the Standard Oil mag- 
nates to dissolve their trust may not mean 
anything more than a merely nominal change 
under which the old monopoly will be kept 
up as closely and as vigorously as before. It 
may not de intended by its managers to amount 
to a resignation of any real hold that is now 
had upon the public, and possibly, one may 
say probably, will not be followed by any ap- 
preciable relaxation of the grip which Stand- 
ard Oil has for ten years past had upon the 
business world. But the act is at least a con- 
cession to the law. It is a formal bow to the 
will of the people as expressed on the statute 
books of the State of Ohio. It is a confession 
of guilt to the oft-made charge that the com- 
bination was one of those highly objection- 
ablo things called a trust, and concedes: the 
right of the people to declare it illegal. 

The fact 1s all the more important, as the 
Standard Oil combination is not only the big- 
gest and most powerful of all those which 
have taken on the trust feature, but it was the 
type and parent of all the rest. It set the ex- 
ample and drew the pattern which has been

THE VALIDITY OF THE POWER SUPPLY 
ORDINANCE. 

The point has been raised that the ordi- 
nance passed for the benefit of the Power Sup- 
ply company is void because in violation of 
one of the pro ans of the Constitution. A 
city paper says: 

Sec, 14 of the Bill of Rights reads: No ex post 
facto law or law impairing the obligation of con- 
tracts or making any trrevocable grant of special 
privileges or immunities shall be passed.“ A 
grant in perpetuity 1s irrevocable, and, therefore, 
constitutionally null. What the Constitution do- 
nies to the Legislature of the State in its legisla- 
tive capacity no power in the State can confer by 
charter on any other legislative body. 


The italicized clause was not intended to 
mean that the Legislature shall make no 
grants of special privileges in perpetuity, but 
that all such grants of special privileges 
which it makes, be the samo for ever, for a 
hundred years, fifty,or ten, shall be revocable 
at the will of the Legislature. It means that 
persons to whom franchises are granted under 
the present Constitution—for the clause was 
not in the one of 1848—take them subject to 
thecontrol of the Legislature, and that they 
cannot plead a violation of a contract if those 
privileges are taken away. While this clause 
was under discussion in the Constitutional 
convention one of its friends said: 

It does not follow that because the right is re- 
served in the sovereign power of the State to 
withdraw ‘any privileges it has ‘granted, that 
therefore it will do 80. That the State had the 
right to inflict any’ itijury, and therefore it will 
do 80, is not a fair presump tion. 
propose to assert the right, and lay the :

The Constitution says that no special pri vi- 
leges shall be granted which cannot be re- 
voked, There can be no such grant then, 
without a power of revocation somewhere. 
Nor can such grants be made except by the 
Legislature, or by some body to which it has 
delegated a portion of its authority—a munic- 
ipal corporation ‘for instance. When a city 
attempts to confer a special privilege on any 
one—as when it grants to one single company 
organized for the purpose of constructing and 
operating compressed air works in Chicago, 
rights in the streets not allowed to other com- 
panies in the same business—then it must 
show where it has received the specific author- 
ity to make that grant. Ifit has the author- 
ity to make the grant, then it or the Legis- 
lature has the right to revoke it. 

In this case tne power to grant cannot be 
shown. The city has the right to grant fran- 
chises on the surface of the street to horse and 
dummy railways, but it is furbidden to give 
them for more than twenty years. It has the 
power to let gas companies lay pipes under 
the surface, but not to exceed the life of the 
corporation, which is fixed by State law. It 
cannot show the power to grant special privi- 
leges to any other corporation or individual 
underneath the street. 

Hence the ordinance is bad, not because it 
assumes to give privileges for too long a time, 
but because it pretends to give away a special 
privilege which the Legislature has not author- 
ized the Council to grant for a long or a short 
time, 

THE COFFEE SPECULATORS AT WORK. 

Early in the year President Harrison gave 
notice that if Venezuela, Hayti, Nicaragua, 
and a few other States did not make reciproc- 
ity agreements with the United States by the 
15th of this month the retaliatory clauses of 
the reciprocity section of the Tariff act would 
be enforced against them, and their sugar 
would have to pay a duty of one cent a pound 
ahd their coffee of three cents. It is not 
known whether or not arrangements are mak- 
ing with these countries or any of them, but 
the dealers in certain grades of coffee, espe- 
cially those grown in Venezuela and some of 
the Central American States, are assuming 
that no reciprocal egreements will be made 
and are proceeding to shove up the price of 
those coffees, until they now command a pre- 
mium of four cents a pound in spite of the 
extra heavy importations of the last few weeks. 

It is evident that these manipulators of 
the coffee market have forgotten the experi- 
ence of those individuals who laid in heavy 
stocks of goods just prior to the time tie Me- 
Kinley law went into force, and who also 
marked up prices heavily. Somewhat to their 
surprise they found that people would not 
buy, and the dealers had to drop back retuct 
antly to the old figures. Individuals who are 
holding large stocks of coffee at four cents 
above the old price will find to their disgust 
that the demand for their goods will shrink 


materially. The consumer, when called on 


to pay this advance and the retailer’s protits 
thereon, will use in part at least other coffees, 
the price of which has not been affected. The 
shipments from Brazil and other countries of 
free coffee, similar to the favorite Venezudlan 
and Central American grades, will replace the 
latter. 

It is said by these speculators that the coffee 
growers in countries like Venezuela will not 
cut their prices to dealers buymg for the 
United’ because their coffee is admitted 
free in England, But it is not. It pays 
duty of nearly 3.2 cents a pound. Nor will 
England take any more coffee from Venezuela 
unless the price 1s lowered. 
r England it would be low- 


least there is grave reason for the charges of 
oppression that have been made against the 
grain-buying combines and some of the rail- 
roads, The Great Northern was named sev- 
eral times in this connection, and Gen. Barrett 
declared it is the policy of its officials, as ex- 
pressed in a published interview, not to fur- 
nish cars to track-buyers—that is, merchants 
who purchase in competition with the elevator 
companies. The fact that these merchants 
often take grain from the farmers in pay- 
ment.of previously incurred indebteduess 
seems not to be considered an argument in 
favor of their right to intetfere in the busi- 
ness arrangements of the line with the men 
who work on list prices dictated from head- 
quarters, A letter from the General Traffic 
Manager of the Great Northern was read. It 
informed the Union Store company at Nelson, 
Minn., that the prices paid at that point were 
above list figures, and requested that you re- 
duce your prices to the regular market prices 
before the trouble spreads.“ Then a contract 
was introduced, which was interpreted to read 
that it gave $25,000 to a banker in order to 
make it impossible for the farmers around 
Larimore to realize more than the list prices 
for their wheat. It was also stated that a suit 
to recover about $12,000 of unpaid balance on 
this contract will come up next month for 
hearing in the United States Court at St. 
Paul. 

These and other documents were quoted as 
proving that some certain authority fixes for

In view 
of all this the Investigating oom unittee is asked 
to declare in its report that the elevator sys- 
tem of Minnesota is and has been an instru- 
ment of oppression, by the use of which in 
collecting and pooling the grain of the great 
Northwest it has been instrumental in demor- 
alizing the markets of the world, and with the 
aid of railroad corporations through its in- 
famous price list has dictated prices at every 
railroad station in that section of the United 
States. The committee was also asked to rec- 
ommend such legislation as will make it un- 
necessary for shippers to use either the houses 


& | of the elevator companies at the country sta- 


tions or those of the one sole combination 
at Duluth which now blocks every approach 
to the inke in Minnesota excopt through its 
shipping lines.“ 

Gen. Barrett also contended that under the 
present system the wheat crop of the North- 
west is ‘* auctioned off in Chicago much after 
the style of a sale of bankrupt goods,“ but for 
which, he said, wheat would be higher by 20 
to 25 cents per bushel.

world, which has agents in Russia and every 
other important gram- growing country. It is 
true that the wheat is sold here for future de- 
livery, and an authoritative statement was 
recently made for the British syndicate which 


‘| controls a large number of the elevators in the 


Northwest that this.is their rule. They sell 
each day on the Chicago market a quantity 
equal to that bought at their different ele- 
vators in the country. Of course they have to 
buy this grain back at some other time unless 
they deliver it in this city. The policy is 
adopted as a hedge,” by which the specu- 
lative trade is made to carry the risk of fluc- 
tuations ia the market during the time the 
grain is held by the companies. As that risk 
has to be carried by somebody and 
could not be transferred without charge 
it is by no means certain that 
the price mw depressed more by the 
selling in Chicago than it would be by placing 
the responsibility elsewhere, either with spec- 
ulators, merchants, or bankers. But there 
can be no question that the price in Chicago 
moves with that in the country, this market be- 
ing confessedly the more open and elastic of the 
two, and it follows that if prices are de- 
pressed at the rural station by a purchasing 
combine they are sent down or kept down 
here by the same agency. It can be fairly 
claimed for the speculator in this and other 
cities that he is equally ready to make money 
on the advances in the market as on its de- 
clines, while apparently the whole power of 
the elevatot and railroad combines in the 
Northwest is exerted in the direction of pay- 
ing to the farmer the very lowest figures he 
can be induced to accept. 


THE SOUTH SIDE ORDINANCE. 

The Council passed Thursday night, with 
little discussion and no Opposition, an ordi- 
nance empowering the West Side Street rail- 
way company to lay tracks on a number of 
streets and to extend its cable loop to State 
street. It passed with equal ease an ordinance 
authorizing the West and North Side com panies 
to use some other power than horses on lines 
not cabled. Then there came up the ordi- 
nance giving the South Side company the right 
to construct a loop on Michigan avenue for the 
accommodation of the Wabash avenue cars. 
The Council had adjourned from Monday to 
Thursday for the special purpose of consider. 
ing this as well as other street railway meas- 
ures, : 

No sooner had the consideration of this loop 
ordinance begun than the Council grew un- 
easy. Motions to adjourn followed in swift 
succession and before the third section of the 
ordinance had hn feted oc the session was 
closed. 

The meaning of this is plain enough. Set. 
isfactery arrangements had been made with 
the West Side company. It had paid due re- 
gurd to the idiosyncrasies of the Aldermen. 
The South Side had not. It had failed to obey 
the injunction to Zaccheus. It had agreod to 
construct branch lines. But that was mereiy 
for the convenience of the people and was not 
enough. The great principle that the Aider- 
manic laborer is worthy of his hire had been 
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up to the unwritten law on the subject of or- 
dinances, ana satisfy the boys” that its 
intentions are strictly honorable, 

This is one of the ways in which people 
suffer for electing bad Aldermen, The Power 
Supply company gets its franchises in a 
jiffy, because it makes the proper arrange- 
ments with the proper parties. The South 
Side company fails to get what it asks for, 
because it pursues a different policy. Early 
next month thirty-four Aldermen are to be 
elected. If the voters choose, they can elect 
men who will change the present. Aldermanic 
methods of doing business. Do tney take 
interest enough in the matter to “turn the 
rascals out’? 


GIVE THE E CITY RELIEF FROM SEWAGE. 

The attorneys of the Drainage Board have 
given a supplemental opinion in which they 
reiterate their statement that the law does not 
give it the right to afford temporary relief to 
the City of Chicago by way of the canal by 
increasing the flow of water through it to not 
less than 80,000 cubic feet a minute, but they 
say further: 

The City of Chicago, by a joint resolution ot the 
two Houses of the General Assembly, has the 
right to use the naan for 1 disposition of its 
sewage. Such right has existed and been availed 
of for many years. 

It was not, in our opinion, 
this right should be affected by the passage of 
the act creating the Sanitary District, or by any- 
thing which should be done under said act, until 
another outlet should be provided. The right of 
the city to so use the canal would continue, in our 
opinion, during the construction of the main 
channel of the district, even although such chan- 
nel was constructed in part upon the site of the 
canal. The work done by your board upon the 
canal in constructing the permanent channel 
might facilitate the disposition of its sewage by 
the City of Chicago pending the completion of the’ 
channel. To this extent, and to this extent only, 
under the terms of the law, could your work be 
made available to afford relief pending the com- 
pletion of the main channel. 


This gives the board authority. enough, pro- 
viding its members are really desirous to do 
anything to relieve from pollution the drink- 
ing water of the city in which all but one of 
them live. They have the power, if they 
choose to exercise it, to make the canal from 
Bridgeport to Summit a part of their drainage 
channel. They have the power and the means 
to begin work at once, widening and deepen- 
ing it. When its capacity has thus been in- 
creased the City of Chicago can set up pump- 
ing works at Summit and throw into the Des- 
plaines River allthe water that the enlarged 
canal will carry, even up to the full capacity | 
of the Chicago River. With those pumping 
works the Drainage Board will have nothing 
to do. It will not be responsible for them in 
any manner, sbape, or form. It will be at- 
tending to its own business in its own way, 
while the city will be attending to its duties 


‘after its own fashion. 


After this opinion of the lawyers had been 
read Mr. Boldenweck said, We can widen 
and deepen the Illinois and Michigan Canal, 
but ‘the city must do the pumping.” Cer- 
tainly it will if it is given a chance, and just 
as soon as the canal is widened and deepened 
it will set to work. Said Mr. Eckhart, “ We 
must adopt the route at this end as soon as 
possible, witha view of affording relief to 
Chicago.“ Then act. Adopt the canal asa 
part of the route and begin work at this end; 
instead of on the rock-cut, as has been the in- 
tention. If Messrs, Boldenweck and Eckhart, 
after such declarations as these, turn around 
and vote to let contracts for the removal of 
the rock between the Sag and Lockport, it 
will be apparent that they were merely trying 
to fool the people, and had no intention of 
doing anything for them. If they start in on 


the limestone they will not get to work on the 


clay for years, if ever, and in the meanwhile 
the city will have to get along as it best can 
with the insufficient means at its disposal. 

Mr. Eckhart also submitted an order, which 
was adopted, directing the Chief Engineer to 
prepare comparative estimates of three routes 
from Chicago to Willow Springs, one of them 
utilizing the canal as the main channel. The 
Engineer should be made to hurry up his esti- 
mates and until the board has them it should 
not begin work between Lockport and the 
Sag, because if it does it makes it impossible 
for it to do anything for the relief of this city.

THE BLACKMAILING OXFORD TUTOR. 


Sentenced to Ten rere“ Penal Servitude— 
He Weeps Like a ¢ hid. 

Lonpon, March 11.— Maitland Francis Mor- 
land. Oxford tutor, was at the Central Crim- 
inal Court, Old Bailey, today sentenced to 
ten years’ penal servitude. A large crowd, 
comprising many persons well known in 
fashionable society, assembled in the court- 
room to listen to the trial. 

When Mr. Morland was arraigned he 
pleaded guilty of attempting to extort money 
from Earl Russell, and not guilty of ex torting 
money from Lord Hothfield. 

The prisoner was" sentenced to ten years’ 
penal servitude. There is hardly a question 
that this is equivalent, to a life sentence, for 
Morland is now 65 years old. Prior to the 
passage of the sentence Morland made a 
most eloquent appeal to the court asking for 
mercy.. Among other thitlgs he said: ‘I 
wish to state Iam entirely to blame in 
this matter. My wife and children are en- 
tirely innocent. My wife never read the let- 
ters I wrote.

Mme. Clemenceau was a Miss Mary E. 
Plummer of Greenwich Village, Conn., 
who was an orphan, bat who had an 
uncle of means and posi in New 
York. There is a romance about their 
meeting and their marriage. M. Georges 
Clemenceau had sought and found an asylum 
in America during the reign of Louis Napo- 
leon and made a living teaching French. Miss 
Piummer was his pupil. She was a beautiful 
girl. They fell in love; they were married. 

It was in 1866 that M. Clemenceau 
went to New York. William E, Marshall, an 
artist, was instrumental in his coming to 
America. They had known each other weil in 
Paris. Both had studied medicine, though 
neither has ever practiced, They lived in 
the same hotel and became much 
attached to each other. A close friend of M. 
Clemenceau was a Mr. Bush, living in Twelfth 
street, New York, who had a magnificent li- 
brary in which the young political exile spent 
many hours. He wanted employment and 
through the Bushes became a teacher of French 
in the Greenwich’ school, ä Miss 
Plummer he fell madly in love, He proposed 
and was accepted. Immediately he went to 
France and consulted his father, who was still 
living there and was aman of wealth. His 
father advised the match, uickly the 
young Frenchman returned to New York for 
the ceremony. M. Clemenceau had been 
reared with hatred for the Catholic church 
and a dislike of all * * ceremonies. 
He preferred that the wedding should be per- 
formed by a civil officer and the young peuple 
were united by A. Oakley Hall, who was then 
Mayor of New York City. encegu and 
his wife went abroad on the breaking out of 
the Franco-Prussian war in 1870 and have 
lived in France ever since. Mme. Clemenceau 
became one of the most accom women ia 
France.

When 
he, returned to Paris he first met Gam- 
betta, whom de had known well in the Quar- 
tier Latin, and on the night of the 38d of Sep- 
tember went round Belleville for him, with 
Brateret, to tell the members of thé National 
Guard there to meet next day im the Place de 
la Concorde and make a clean sweep of 
the empire. M. Gambetta sent um to the 
Mayoralty of Montmartre. During the siege 
his popularity rose fast, and he returned 
at the next general election” to the Assembly. 
He afterward was returned, the Third 
Arrondissement of Paris. atu he 
has nearly always been with opposition, 
1 from those opposed to his peculiar- 
ly radical ideas.

| kohama, Japan, will be tried by the Consular 


Court at Yokohama, from whose decision 
there can be but one appeal, and that is to tne 
American Minister. Consul-General Tilott- 
soh will preside over the deliberations of this 
court, or in his absence Vice-Consul-General 
George H. Scidmore, and no reference will be 
made in any event to the courts of California, 
for they have no uri ion. After an ap- 
peal is made to the ts States Minister, 
however, he can refer the case to the Presi- 
dent df the United 8 , who has power 
to commute or pardon, just as he would 
have in a capital offense or an infraction 
of revenue laws in the Territories of the 
United States or District of Columbia. Laws 
to this effect were passed by Congress, and 
are embodied in the provisions of tne treaty 
with Japan in 1860. According to the terms 
of the treaty of 1858, Americans committing 
in Japan shall be tried in American 
Consular courts, and when found guilty shal) 
be punished according to American law.“ To 
carry intoeffect the provisions of the treaty 
with Japan Congress passed a law investing 
Ministers and Consuls with judicial authority, 
defined their jurisdiction, and prescribed rules 
by which they should be governed in the ad- 
ministration of justice. By virtue of these 
enactments United States Consular courts 
sit. at -Yokohama, or by legal action 
at Kanagawa, Osaka, Hiogo, and Nagasaki. 
Lieut. Hetherington will be tried at Kanaga- 
wa, where the offense with which he is churged 
was committed. Whenevera person is con- 
victed of a crime punishable with death it is 
the duty of the Minister to issue his warrant 
for the execution of the convict by hanging, 
appointing time and place. But if the Minis- 
ter is satisfied that the ends of justice demand 
it he may from time to time postpone execu- 
tion, and if he finds mitigating circumstances 
which authorize it may submit the case to the 
President of the United States for pardon.

The 
phrase respecting the impairing of obliga- 
tions of contracts does not, in my opmion, 
tonch on this question, but so far as I am at 
present advised, the clause prohibiting mak- 
ing any irrevocable grant of special privileges 
or immunities is directly applicable to the or- 
dinance in question. 

‘** Ordinances of municipal corporations are 
a special species of legislation and must not 
conflict with the general laws of the State. 
They must be authorized by the Charter or 
statutes creating the corporation, and must, 
moreover, be revokable. It is not within the 
power of one Legislature to bind subsequent 
Legislatures by any legislative act unless the 
same shall be a contract—in accordance with 
the decision of the celebrated Dartmouth Col- 
lege case—and even as sespects contracts, the 
courts are adverse to extending the doctrine 
so as to allow Legislatures or municipalities to 
barter away the legislative powers of the for- 
mer. It has been decided that a State cannot 
by a contract deprive itself of the right to ex- 
ercise in the future the right of eminent do- 
main or its police powers. I am, therefore, of 
the opinion that if the ordinance purports to 
confer any irrevocable special privileges or 
nn munities it is simply null and void. 

Thinks Proceedings Would Lie. 

Mr. Ewell said further that he saw no par- 
ticular difficulty in originating proceedings 
against the company if it attempted to lay its 
conduits under the provisions of its franchise.

Will Report the Caminetti Mining Bill. 


The subcommittee appointed by the House 
Committee on Mines and Mining, to which 
was referred the Geary and Caminetti mining 
bills, today agreed to report asubstitute.

blank book in which the names of members 
who signify to the Speaker their intention to 
apeak on any set topic are inscribed shows a 
list of thirty-six members of the House who 
have remarks to make on the tariff question. 
There are a number of other members who 
intend to speak on the subject of the tariff 
who have not put their names down, and the 
list includes only two or three names of mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means committee, of 
which committee all the members except, 
perhaps, Chairman Springer, may be 
ex to make speeches. None of 
the names recorded announce the 
subject of the intended speechmaking 
to be other than the tariff question in general, 
except in the case of Representative English 
of New Jersey, who proposes to address him- 
self to the subject of jute bagging. It is 
likely that some of the speakers will have to 
take advantage of night sessions of the House 
to deliver their views. No decision bas yet 
been reached to hold night sessions, but an 
order may be made to set apart certain hours 
in each evening of next week for debate only 
upon the tariff. The list of proposed speech- 
makers 1s being added to from time to time, 
so that before a vote is reached there will be 
quite a lot of documents on all sides and tre at- 
ing of nearly all phases of the tariff proble in 
ready for distribution throughout the country. 

hriday’s Discussion in the House. 

The discussion in the House today was more 
than usually interesting. The speeches on 
both sides of the House were listened to with 
a great deal of attention by the members.

It meant that more 
wool would be used than was used today, be- 
cause foreign wool, less the duty, would take 
the place of shoddy and other imitations and 
more genuine woolen goods would be sold to 
American buyers, and it might mean in the 
future, perhaps, also the opening of new mar- 
kets to American manufacturers. Reduced 
taxes and lower prices always meant increased 
consumption. The bill, as it stood, repre- 
sented infinite possibilities of good to all the 
American people. 
Mr. Montgomery of Kentucky. 

Mr. Stevens was followed by Mr. Montgom- 
ery of Kentucky, who prefaced his remarks 
with the statement that the demand of the 
Democratic party should be lower rates and 
greater relief to the people than reformers had 
ever before asked in any attempt to revise the 
tariff. Mr. Montgothery then proceeded to 
discuss the proposition . laid down by the pro- 
tectionists that the duty of 11 or 12 cents per 
pound was necessary to protect the American 
wool-grower against foreign competition, and 
even that the free wool, under the duties on 
woolen products imposed by the pend 
bill, the American -manufacturer woul 
not have sufficient protection to 
good the difference betwaen the cost of labor 
in this country and abroad. Touching the 
first proposition he asserted that a comparison 
of the prices current iu the markets at Lon- 
don and in this country for the last twenty- 
five years showed that the prices of unpro- 
tected wool in the London market had varied 
less than half a cent from the price of the 
protected wool sold in New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Boston. The tables he would 


incorporate in his speech would con- 
clusively establish the fact, that the 
tariff on wool which has been used 


for over twenty-five years to keep the wool- 
growers in an organized combination all 
along the line ‘with other protection in- 
dustries to maintain exorbitant tariff duties is 
like all other tariffa on farm products, a sham 
and a fraud. But sappo$ing that the tariff did 
raise the prige of wool, ‘what reason was there 
that the wyol-growers should be favored be- 
yond the millions of people engaged in other 
agricultural pursuits. It must be borne in 
mind that this 2ountry never could raise the 
wool necessary to clothe its people. Even un- 
der the heavy tax of the McKinley act the im- 
ports of wool had increased from 124,000,000 


pounds in 1889 to 136,000,000 pounds in 1891. 


Ad Valorem Duties. 

He ther took up fie second proposition that 
the ad Valorem duties fixed by the bill were in- 
suffivient to compensate the manufacturers 
for the difference in wages in this country and 
in Europe.

JOHN V. FARWELL WINS A MIWING SUIT. 


The Supreme Court of Minnesota Sustains 
His Position Regarding Same Iren Land. 
St. Paur, Minn., March 11.—[{Special.]— 

John V. Farwell of Chicago is in on a Minne- 

sota mining deal, according to a decision of 

the Minnesota Supreme Court. The case was 

Farwell vs. Bale et al., the commencement of 

which was to foreclose a mortgage upon real 

property. Bale is a minigg explorer of Du- 
luth. June 28, 1887, he and Farwell entered 
into a contract in writing to form a mining 
corporation, of which Bale was to be the man- 
ager and the owner of three-eighths of the 
capital stock, Farwell to hold the rest. A 
lease of certain mining property then 
held by Bale was to be assigned to the corpora- 
tion as soon as organized, Bale expressly 
guaranteeing to Farwell and the corporation 
that the ore taken from the leased premises 
would be of a certain per cent metallic ore 
and marketable as Bessemer, Farwell. agreed 
to pay Bale $10,000 m cash and $15,000 from 
the first stock sold, and also guaranteed that 
the corporation would be completely organ- 
ized within six months. It was also stipu- 
lated that if the ore taken from the mine 
should not be of the per cent men- 
tioned or should not be marketable as 
Bessemer, or if the provisions of the contract 
should not be carried out for any reason, then 
the amount paid Bale by Farwell, $15,000, 
should be considered a loan to Bale, payable 
on demand, with interest ut 6 per cent. Far- 
well paid over to Bale $15,000, a part of which 
was used in attempting to develop a mine on 

the leased premises. The attempt proved a 

failure, and no stock was sold. June 12, 1888, 

Bale and Farwell entered into a new contract, 

nearly the same as the old, except that Bale 

was to give his note for $25,000, payable six 
months from date, and give a mortgage upon 
one-half of the property to secure the mort- 
gage. Bale failed to meet his note and Far- 
well sued to foreclose. Bale contested and 
won in the lower court, but the judgment of 
that tribunal is reversed by tne Supreme 

Court. It says that the evidence was insuffi- 

cient to support the findings of fact on 

which judgment was ordered for defendant 
mortgageo-.

of Colombia, Hayti, and Honduras Will 
Be Affected—Favorable to Mexico, 
Wasaryeton, D. C., March i1,—[Special.]— 
President Harrison’s second reciprocity proc- 
lamation is due soon. Atter March 15 it will 
reim pose the rates fixed by the McKinlgy bill 
on coffee, sugar, hides, aud rubber, on im- 
portations from a number of countries, But 
these will not be so many as has been sup- 
posed. The construction placed upon the law 
by the Department of Justice is that the Presi- 
dent, in issuing his proclamation, may take 
account of all the conditions prevailmg in the 
different countries to determine whether there 
is a discrimination against the products of the 
United States. He has not the power to give 
further notice to such countries as. he finds 
are actually discriminating. The necessary 
notice was giveu in the letters addressed by 
Secretary Blaine to the various foreign Minis- 
ters two months ago. Most of them took ad- 
vantage of that notice and begun negotiations. 
One or two held off until the Sapreme Court 


gave its decision upholding the coustitutional- 


ity of the reciprocity section. It is possible 
that the President may have to apply his 
proclamation only to Venezuela, Honduras, 
Hayti, and the United States of Colombia. 
France has within a few days completed its 
commercial treaty, and the French Foreign 
Office has made the annguncement. Its con- 
cesssions are mainly on American breadstuffs 
and provisions in return for a free market for 
its sugar ‘and hides, Austria-Hungary has 
also pushed its negotiations so that they may 
soon be concluded. Its tariff on Americdn 
cereals and provisions is already lower than 
that of Germany, but it will make still further 
concessions. Spain is ready to make terms 
for the Philippine Islands, just as it did for 
Cuba and Puerto Rico, Peru aud other South 
American countries have also shows” 
pogition to make reciprocal concessio 
Conditions in the Argeatine Republic. 
Regarding the Argentine ublic there is 
still some doubt, but the chancea ate that the. 
duty will not be reimposed upon hides for the 
present at least. The Argentine Minister has 
quite recently opened up a correspondeges. in 
which he makes a plea for his government, 
He 32 out that Argentina by its tariff al- 
ready grants the United States reciprocity in 
those articles which other countries are yield- 
ing up in return for their free market. Lum- 
ber, agricultural machinery, and other prod- 
ucts are now on the Argentine free list, or else 
are placed under alight schedule. The Min- 
ister, by comparison with other countries, 
makes outa pretty good case. It is also a 
fact that Argentina suffers from the wool tariff 
of the United States and that it produces about 
everything in the way of b uffs is 
needed for its own people. Taking all these 
facts into consideration it is likely that the 
Argentinians will continue to ship their hides 
to the United States free. 
As to Chile, it may be said that it produces 
no sugar, tea, coffee, or rubber worth taking 
into account. Its nitrates are already on the 


free list of the United States. In view of 
recent events, it is altogether probable that. 
the proclamation will not be m to apply to 
that country. Instead, it will be as 
an evidence of the friendliness of this 
country. 


Venezuela is the most important of the 
countries. which will be brought within the 
terms of the prociamation. If it. were true

The trouble is 
political. When reeiprocity was first broached 
the Venezuelan Minister ine Washington was 
one of the first to indorse it. He accepted the 
draft of a treaty arrangement similar in many 
respects to the Braziliau one, sent it to 
his home government with the confident ex- 
pectation that it would be ratified. It was 
possibly not his fault that he did not under- 
stand the condition of affairs in Venezuela, 


Demands Made by Venezuela. 


President Palacio wanted the help of the 
United States in iis Orinoco boundary dispute 
with Great Britain. The friendly offices of 
the United States had already been tendered, 
and Venezuela was assured that this country 
would uphold the Monroe doctrine if British 
aggressions became too bold. But the Vene- 
ruelnn Piesident wanted more than this. He 
wanted the boundary dispute mixed up with 
the reciprocity agreement. He was told by 
Minister Scruggs that the two propositions 
were entirely separate, and that .reciprocity 
must be accepted or rejected on its own mer- 
its. So the subject drifted along and the Ven- 
ezuelan Congress adjourned. President 
Palacio was leit free to do about as be pleased. 
He was engaged in banishing his leading po- 
litical rivals, one of whom was ex-President 
Rojas-Paul. The Venezuelan Congress re- 
assembled Feb. 20. Its members are electors, 
and their first business now is the election of 
a President. Palaciois ineligible, but it is 


charged that after the manner of other South 


American statesmen he is seeking to keep 
himself in office. Under such circumstances 
there is little chance of the reciprocity agree- 
ment being put through. 

Palacio 1s said to have the notion that the 
United States will not enforce the retaliatory 
powers against Venezuela. In this he is 
mistaken. The reciprocity duties will go 
into effect, but whenever that country 
comes to terms the duties may be 
ly suspended. Coffee will be 
cle most affected. The exports to the 
United States of this article are nut far from 
$5,000,000 per year. It is stated that the 
higher grades of Venezuelan goffee go to Eu- 
rope. That which comes to the United States 
is a cheaper quality and is used to some extent 
by dealers for mixing with better grades. 
Those who understand the trade situation 2 
that the retail price of this grade may be ad- 
vanced for a time, but they bt that it will 
have any lasting influence on the price. Ven- 
ezuela also exports hides to the amount of 
$2,000,000 per yeur, and these will hardly be 
able to compete with the hides which come in 
free from Argentine and other countries. 

United States of Colombia. 

The United States of Colombia has a trade 
with this country of about $3,250,000 in coffee, 
hides, and rubber. It has made some advance 
towards reciprocity, but has always stopped 
short of definite propositions. The predomi- 
nating influence in Colombia is against the 
United States. This 1s because of the French 
interest in the Panama Canal. It is suspected 
that President Nunez is strong enough to 
carry reciprocity if he wants to, and he ma 
at the last moment make an offer which w 
be accepted by the United 

Hayti sends coffee to this cout to the 
amount of about $1,250,000 ann . Hayti 
is largely under French conimereial influence. 
The irmtation growing out of the Mole St. 
Nicholas negotiations has made the present 
government unwilling to 8 trade con- 
cessions. The prophecy is de, however, 
that within sixty days after the President's 
proclamation is issued Hayti will be suing for

Philadelphia and Reading’s Terminal Sta- 
tion at Philadelphia. 

Parapstrai, Pa., March 11. —Arrange- 
ments have been completed by the officers of 
the Philadelphia and Reading railroad for a 
great passenger depot at Twelfth and Market 
streets. In external appearance the structure

Not infrequently the 
art of making a violet or a rose is hereditary, 
the ogcupation desgending from father to son. 
When this is considered the delicacy and 
beauty of the importations are no longer a 
wonder— nor the prices which importers see 
fit to charge for them.

THE BELL SKIRT HAS A RIVAL. 


The Coming Gown Is Seamless, but It Will 
Be Wildly Popular. 


A novelty which promises to rival seamless 


waisted is the seamless skirt, which retains the 
popular bias back and straight front. It is 
used, however, with London tailor gowns that 
have coat waists fitted by darts and side 
forms. The material for this skirt mußt be 
forty-tive inches wide, width makes the 
length of the skirt, the selvages being at top 
and bottom. The bias back (without a seam) 
is given by turning one upper corner down to 
the foot on the left side, making a triangu- 
lar half-handkerchief shape; the och. 
er straight end is carried around 
the right side to form the front. 
and coming back on the left side meets the 
selvage edge of the triangular back and is 
lapped upon it and buttoned down its entire 
length. The top is curved ‘out and fitted to the 
figure dy darts or gathers in front and on the 
sides, and the point at the top of the back is 
also cut off to give greater fuliness. The low- 
er edge is shaped to suit the wearer after the 
skirt is fitted at the top, The flaring folds of 
the back are very effective, and the buttons 
far back on the left side may be made very 
decorative. Plain fabrics and stripes are both 
used for these skirts. They are lined through- 
out with silk or alpaca, and there is no foun- 
dation skirt. 

A spring gown from London made with the 
seamless skirt is of rough-surfaced gray wool 
flecked with white and black. The waist is 
bluntly pointed in front and double-breasted, 
with coat-tail back, The front, fitted by two 
darts each side, has a lap to the left sewed on 
m the middle seam from the high-standing 
collar to the pointed end. This lap is narrow 
below, and is buttoned by small crocheted 
silk buttons up the first dart, then widens 
rapidly to the left shoulder, the widened parts 
being cut either in two or three sharp points, 
each having a button-hole to meet a 
large crocheted button set on the waist, 
The collar band is high, close, atid bias, 
On the sides the waist curves slightly, to 
descend in the back in two narrow coattails 
lined with silk, and lapped toward the left. 
One or two rows of stitching finish all the 
edges. The sleeves are of large coat shape 
trimmed at the wrists with two points holding 
buttons of the largest size used on the waist. 
The seamless skirt is liffed throughout with 
gray silk taffeta, and has a pinked balayeuse 
of taffeta. It is lapped far toward the back 
of the left side on à fly“ band added to the 
back part of the skirt. The lap is stitched 
near edge, and again three inches from the 
edge; in the spade between are large button- 
holes to meet buttons set on the fly.“ The 
foot is borgfered with a bias fold of the ma- 
terial eight inches wide, attached by two rows 
of stitching at the top.—Harver’s ar.
